GOLD 


Twenty Millions En Route 
to the corte 


Vast Tract of Land in Humboldt 
County Opened to Settlers, 


A Desert Zephyr Causes Consider. 
able Havoe About Phoonix. 


Cases of Smallpox Reported Within Ton 
Miles of San Diego—A Healdsburg 
Preacher Conviceted ot Ly- 
ing and Slander, 


Telegraph to The Times. 

San Francisco, Aug. 5.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The gold coin from 
the United States sub-treasury which 
left this city for the East last night on 
a special train of five cars, was proba- 
bly the largest amount of money ever 
shipped across the continent. The 
train early this morning had crossed 
the Sierras and was moving down the 
grade toward Truckee, The supposi- 
tion is that the amount is at least $20,- 
000,000. One of the cars which com- 
posed the train will be dropped off at 
Ogden. The other cars were sent out 
from the East, one from the Lake Shore, 
one from the Union Pacific and one 
from the Burlington. Fifty-one men, 
nearly all from the railway mail serv- 
ice, are on the train as guard. Capt. 
James E. White, of Washington, is in 
charge. The men are well armed and 
* to take the best care of the 
coin 

The coin is packed in several hun- 
dred little boxes. The transfer of 
the coin to the cars was con- 


cipally stored in two Union Pa- 
cific cars constructed of wrought steel 
and supposed to be bullet and bomb 
proof. The boxes containing the treas- 
ure were made of inch boards and 

measured about 10 by 14 inches. 
Considerable speculation has been in- 
dulged in as to the Government’s mo- 
tives for making this large shipment of 
2 and one explanation is given that 
n consequence of heavy realizations on 
American securities held abroad foreign 
holders have recently taken much of 
the gold circulated in the East and 
more is required to guard against any 
disturbance of the 8 financial 

equilibrium. 

LAND FOR ALL. 


to Settlement. — 

San FRANCISOO, ‘Aug 6.—[By the Asso- 
‘clated Press.] More than 1,500,000 
acres of timber and, grazing lands in 
Humboldt county have been thrown 
open toentry and sale by the decision 
of the Commissioner of the United 
States Land Office. The lands are in 
the northern and eastern parts of the 
county. 

In 1880 a survey of town- 
ships in Humboldt county was made by 
Surveyors Holcomb and Buckley and 

rsons working under them. The 
— ds covered by the survey had not 
been previously mapped, and the coun- 
try was practically without inhabitants, 
although known to well wa- 
tered and in parts heavily covered 
with the finest red wood and other tim- 
ber. On account of fraud, the Govern- 
ment, in 1887, withdrew from entry all 
of the lands surveyed by Holcomb and 
his party. Since 1887 the Government 
Land Office has been investigating the 
surveys made in Humboldt connty, and 
today the Commissioner directe ' Sur- 
veyor-General Pratt.to announce that 
the order of suspension had been re- 
scinded and that the lands covered by 
it were now restored to entry and sale. 

Surveyor-General oPratt is familiar 
with the sections now opened, and con- 
siders them desirable. Water abounds 
all through the country. Most of the 
land is suitable for grazing, but there 
are many thousands of acres thickly cov- 
ered by timber. The land is all within 
the Humboldt land district and is 
reached easily from the California 
Northern Railway. 


A PLUCKY PREACHER, 


He Uses a Horsewhip on a Youth Whe 
Assaulted Him, 

Prewix (Ariz.,) Aug. 5.—[By the 4 
sociated Press.] Rer. D. F. Fuller, D. 
D., pastor of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, was attacked by Willis 
Warren, son of a well-to-do farmer, 
three miles north of the city. The min- 
ister wasin a buggy, accompanied by 
his little san. Warren, who was on 
horseback, struck the minister over the 
nose with a heavy rope with a knot in 
the end. Dr. Fuller defended himself 
for half a mile with the buggy whip, 
and Warren was badly lash Upon 
reaching the residence of William Os- 
borne the minister stopped and got out 
of the buggy and Warren fled.

AN ARIZONA ZEPHYR.

Puenrx (Ariz.,) Aug. 5.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.]

A BAD WRECK. 


; Last Night. 


Several Persons Killed and Others In- 
jured—Raliroad Officials Decline to 
Make Public the Details of 
the Accident,

ated Press.] A bad wreck has just 
occurred. on the Lake Shore road at 
Harbor Creek by a collision between a 
passenger and freight train. Itis re- 
ported that many of the passengers 
were killed and wounded. All physi- 
clams have been sent to the scene of 
the wreck from this city. 

The wreck occurred while the freight 
train was taking a switch to allow the 
flyer to pass at. 11:50 this evening. 
The flyer, consisting of a baggage, com- 
bination and three sleepers, crashed 
into the freight, piling the wreckage in 
aheap. Engineer Welch and Fireman 


J. Burkner of Buffalo, on No, 6, were 
instantly killed, Two passengers were 
also killed outright and many wounded.

It is stated here that a Lake Shore and 
Michigan Southern train dispatcher 
made the following statement about the 
wreck: No. 6, a passenger train, due 
at Buffalo at 1:45 a.m. ran into a 
wreck at Harbor Creek. The engineer 
and fireman of No. 6 were killed, one 
passenger was seriously injured, one 
sleeping-car was damaged and a buffet 
car was totally wrecked. The wreck 
was caused by the breaking down of a 
train going west, No. 6 running 
into it.“

bor Creek wreck have been received 
up to.8:45 a.m. It is thought the re-

ABOUT TO STRIKE. 
Telegraphers on the Union Pacific System 
to Ge out, 


Omana (Neb.) Aug. 5.—J[ Ry the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Chief Ramsey of the 
Order of Railway Telegraphers served 
notice tonight on the Union Pacific ofll- 
cials that unless the order’s demands 
are acceded to by noon tomorrow a 
general strike on the whole system will 
occur. The negotiations between the 
telegraphers and the Union Pacific, 
which have been going on two months, 
came toa focus tonight when President 
Clark telegraphed from Idaho indorsing 
General Manager Dickinson’s refusal to 
accede tothe demands of the men. A 
long conference between the committee 
and Dickinson ensued and the strike 
ultimatum resulted.

A TORNADO’S FURY. 


Great Damage at Marshall, 
eral Lersons Injured. 

MansnaLI, (Minn,,) Ang. 5.— [By the 
Associated Press.| A tornado passed 
over the western limits of the village 
this morning. The house of L R. Cum- 
mins was smashed to atoms and the 
family, numbering seven, injured. The 
father, mother and a six-months-old 
babe were seriously hurt and the mother 
andchild may not live. The heavy 
truss roof of the Courthouse was blown 
off and the upper brickwork damaged. 
The feed mill of Fred Schack was par- 
tially wrecked, alsothe new house of 
Earl McCaudy. Thebarn of John Gee 
and the large barn of the Marshall Ho- 
tel were removed from their founda- 
tions. A number of small buildings 
were overturned, trees were blown 
down and roofs torn off. 


Fall River's Mysterious Marder. 

Fatt River (Mass.,) Aug. 5.—No 
positive trace has been found of the 
murderer of Mr. and Mrs. Andrew J. 
Borden. Five thousand dollars reward 
is offered for the arrest and conviction 
of the murderer. Borden's personal 
estate is estimated at between 175, 
000 and $250,000. A Lizzie 
Borden is said to have made inquiries 
at a drug store for a certain poison. 
This afternoon a drug clerk was taken 
before Miss Borden and he identified 
her. What transpired between them is 
not known.

WisnIxorox, Aug. 8.— [By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Senate.—The Senate 
waited some time after convening for a 
message from the House and then went 
into executive session and confirmed 
the following nominations: To be 
8. V. Fra- 
zier, William Goodwin, H. W. Haight, 
Jacob Johnson, John Rider, A. L. Robin- 
son, Henry Shields, Orange Seeley, 
Martin Slack and T. S. Watson. 

During the executive session a mes- 
sage Was received from the House with 
the World’s Fair Bill. After the doors 
were reopened it was laid before the 
Senate in regular session. 

Mr. Vest said if he conld defeat it by 
any sort of parliamentary tactics he 
would do so cheerfully. It was evident, 
however that the bill would pass and 
all he conld hope to do was to delay 
action on it. 

Messrs. Cockrell, George, White and 
Harris also said they ‘opposed the bill. 

Mr. Cullom said the people of Chi- 
cago were willing to share proportion- 
ately in the profits of the fair, if there 
should be any profits, but the House 
had not put that stipulation in the bill 
and it would be dangerous to do it now. 
After some further colloquy Mr. Sher- 
man said the people of Chicago had al- 
ready done more than they promised.

question and referring to the Commis- 
sioner of Pensions. 
At 1 o’clock the chairman stated that 
under the orders of the House the com- 
mittee must rise.

The World’s Fair Bill was at once 
enrolled and taken to the Senate, but 
before it could be presented the Senate 
went into executive session. 

On motion of Mr. Houk of Ohio the 
Senate joint resolution was passed, au- 
thorizing foreign exhibitors at the 
World’s Fair to bring into the country 
foreign laborers to assist in preparing 
their exhibits. 

Mr. Boatner of Louisiana submitted 
the majority report on Mr. Watson’s 
charges, and it was ordered printed, so 
also were the views of the minority, 
signed by Mr. Simpson of Kansas. Mr. 
Grout of Vermont submittea his indi- 
vidual views.

THE SUB-TREASURY SCHEME, 


A Squelcher Administered by a 
port. 


Aug. 5.—[By the 4280 
ciated Press.] The Committee on Ways 
and Means, through Mr. McMiltin, to- 
day made a unanimous report adverse 
to the Sub-Treasury Bill. e report is 
a long document and discusses all 
phases of the question. In compre- 
hensive style it reviews the question 
of constitutionality and proceeds to 
state the objections. They are, briefly, 
as follows: 5 

If there should be a reduction in the 
value of goods after they are stored be- 
low 80 per cent. the Government would 
lose; if the value were increased the 
Government would get none of the 
profit. The jurisdiction of the Federal 
courts would be increased so as to make 
them an instrument of oppression to the 
people. The bill tends strongly toward 
centralization and interferes with indi- 
vidual freedom. Great fluctuation in 
the currency would follow its enact- 
ment. The operation of the bill would 
not be confined ti farmers, but iron- 
men, 
generally would complain until the Gov- 
ernment fixed the limit to possible loss 
at 20 percent. Soon the Government 
would be usurping the functions of citi- 
zens and attending to everybody’s busi- 
ness but its own. The inauguration’ of 
the scheme would be the speculator’s 
delight; he could carry $470,000 worth 
of wheat with less than $95,000 cash, 
and pay the Government only 1 per 
cent. interest. The great increase in 


the number of officials wonld make it 


almost impossible to dislodge a corrupt 
| administration. | 


No provision is made for the redemp- 
tion of the many millions to be issued 
under the bill, and banks would have 
power to force depreciafion of any part 
of the Government's money. The bill 
is class legislation and wouid be unjust 
tothe day laborer and other toilers. 
People having a particular kind of 
property to deposit could get money at 
1 per cent. from the Government and 
let it out at a higher rate to other per- 
sons. Lastly, itis in violation of the 
Constitution, as is shown by citations 
from the highest judicial tribunals in 
the land.

Their Would-be Captors. 


Deputy Sheriff Witty Hit by a Bullet

Visatia, Aug. 5.—|By the Associated 
Press.] On Tuesday last Chris Evans 
and John Sontag hired a livery team in 
this city to gotothe mountains. Yes 
terday they returned with the shoes off 
the horses. After the Collis train-rob 
bery Detectives Thacker and Hickey 
and Sheriff Cunningham traced the rob- 
bers to this city. Before noon today 
Detective Will Smith asked Deputy 
Sheri® Witty to accompany him to 
Evans's house im the northern part of 
town, where, he stated, he wanted to 
interview a man. They went to the 
house and found George Sontag and 
took him to jail ‘They afterward 
went again to Evans’s house and se- 
cured a trunk supposed to contain coin. 

The followiug is Smith’s statement of 
the occurrences at Evans’s house 
“Mr. Witty and myself went down to 
Chris Evans’s house and asked 
Conant, alias Sontag, tostep up to the 
Sheriff’s office as we heard he was on 
the train when it was rebbed, and we 
wanted to question him. John Sontag 
was in the house at the time. We 
brought him to the Sheriff's office where 
he made a statement, and was after- 
ward arrested and charged with rob- 
bing the train. : 

Mr. Witty and I then returned to the 
Evans place. While we were hitching 
the horses we saw John Son enter. 
the house. We asked a little girl in the 
house where Sontag was and she said 
he was not in the house. Just then 
Chris Evans enter the house from a 
back door. The house consisted of a 
sitting-room with a bedroom on the left 
side. In place of a door tothe bedroom 
there was a portierre. There was an- 
other bedroom next to the sitting- room. 
Evans was in the latter bedroom. He 
said that Sontag had gone up town. I 
told him that Sontag had just entered 
the house, 1 . into the house 
3 aside the portietre and there 

Sontag with..a,,dpuble-barreled 
shotgun. I stepped to one side and at- 
coat to reach 
my six-shootet, when I saw that Chris 
Evans had another shotgun down. 

“Witty and I then ran out thr 
the front door. He ran through 
gate and I went over the tence. 1 
turned to the left of the road and 
Witty to the right. We left the team, 
as we did not have time to unhitch it. 
Evans pursued Witty and Sontag pur- 
sued me. I looked over my shoulder 
just as Evans fired at Witty. I stopped 
and fired two shots at Evans, when Son- 
tag stopped and fired at me. Ashe 
pulled the trigger I crouched and the 
charge went over me. But he fired 
again, his shot striking me in the back 
and bands.. The charge was double B 
shot. 

“As Evans and Sontag continued their 
pursuit they threw out their empty 
shells and reloaded their guns, They 
then took our wagon and drove off, But 
as one of the horses is stiff I think they 
will be captured soon. I found in Chris 
Evan’s home the material from which 
the masks were made and I also found 
that the team which the robbers used 
two nights ago was hired here by John 
Sontag. After Evans fired at Witty 
the latter fell and Evans stepped up to 
him with his gun to fire again when 
Witty asked him not to shoot again as 
he was killed already.” 

Half an hour after Smith and Witty 
had their encounter with the robbers 
100 men were in pursuit, but up to the 
present moment the robbers have 
escaped. Witty was shot under the 
right shoulder blade, the ‘bullet 
out under the left arm. His back 
one side of his face are well sprinkled 
with shot from a shotgun. The cavity 
of the chest was not penetrated. De- 
tective Smith’s wounds are mere 
scratches. 

The opinion is general that if Smith 
had awaited the arrival of Sheriff Cun- 
ningham and Detective Thacker the 
men would have been arrested. 

Evans is well acquainted with the 
mountains east of here and the chances 
are that upon reaching timber he will 
escape. Evans has a wife and seven 
children here. Sontag has been atten- 
tive toEvans’soldestdaughter. Sontag 
has been a railroad engineer. The two 
men a year rhe kept a livery stable at 
Modesto, h was destroyed by fire. 
Sontag has been under the sury 
of the officers for some time.

of $1000 a carload, for which amount 
the company assumes liability. If the 
shipper releases the road from all Ha- 
bility a lower rate is made.

„Conspiracy“ at Homestead. 

Referring to the latest move of the 
Homestead strikers in swearing out 
Warrants against Manager Frick and 
his associates charging them with con- 
spiracy to incite riot and with murder, 
it seems to us that they have either 
gone too far or not far enough. Why 
not with equal propriety prefer charges 
against the Governor and other authori- 
ties of Pennsylvania for conspiring to 
incite disturbance? Under their orders 
several thousand troops have been 
marched to Homestead and a proportion 
of them still cemain with arms in their 
hands ready to resort to violence at any 
time in the protection of life and 
property. 

The fact is that, when the Carnegie 
Company took their force of Pinkertons 
to Homestead they were simply placing 
guards over their own property, which 
they believed to be menaced. They did 
no more than the average merchant 
whoemploys a private patrolman to 
watch his store at night. Had not the 
Strikers attacked this force of Pinker- 
tons they would have marched quietly 
into the works molesting nobody. They 
went there not to create disturbance, 
but to prevent it. There was nothing 
to their advantage or the advantage of 
their employers in inviting bloodshed. 

And yet, having been shot down and 
maltreated in a most brutal way, the 
Pinkertons and their principles are to 
be prosecuted for having conspired to 
do what? To protect themselves and 
their property and their workmen 
against unlawful assault. There could 
be no greater travest) of justice. Men 
who undertake t prosecute such a 
shrieking farce of a charge show 
that they are morally color-blind. 
They have lost the faculty of 
distinguishing between right and 
wrong. The charges will amount 
to nothing except to give the Carnegie 
management and the head of the Pink- 
ertons some annoyance, and make them 
some expense for attorneys’ fees. Such 
charges cannot stand in any court that 
possesses a shade of reason and fair- 
ness, A burglar who might happen to 
be shot while in the act of pillaging a 
house wonld stand an equal chance of 
collecting damages from the policeman 


or the householder who shot him. 


Restricting Immigration. 

Senator Chandler's bill to facilitate 
the enforcement of the Immigration and 
Contract Labor laws has passed the 
Senate and will no doubt run the gaunt- 
let of the House and secure the ap- 
proval of the President. It is a very 
moderate measure and the principal 
criticism likely to be made upon it is 
that it does not go far enough to satisfy 
the recently awakened sentiment of the 
country. But, if it becomes a law, it 
will certainly accomplish some good. 

It requires a plain and satisfactory 
statement from the master of every 
vessel that brings immigrants to this 
‘country as tothe sex, occupation, na- 
tionality and final destination of all im- 
migrants landed, with details as to 
whether they or any of them have been 
in prison, have been supported by char- 
ity, are polygamists, are undercontract, 
and soon. Their physical and mental 
health, too, are made subjects of state- 
ment by both master and surgeon, and 
penalties in the form of a head tax are 
imposed for every omission to make the 
required statements. 

In discussing the measure, the New 
York Commercial Advertiser says: 

But there is another view of the im- 
migration question which the American 
people will be called upon to face 
shortly. Recent events in and about 
Homestead prove that we have been 
carrying generosity toward the op- 
pressed of the earth to the limit of reck- 
lessness; to the peril, if not of our in- 
stitutions, at all events of law and or- 
der in localities, with latent possibili- 
ties of destruction that it is the height 
of folly to ignore. 

There is no such thing as an Ameri- 
can Anarchist.

Countess to tell me if it was really so 
that Tolstoi Would accept nothing for 
his works. She réplied that it was 
true, and that he bad @ccepted nothing 
from his publishers for years. He 
does not think an author has any right 
to accept money for the products of his 
brain,“ said she, and the only money 
we have had for a long time from his 
writings came from à comedy entitled 
The Fruits of Civilization, which had 
quite a run in the theaters of Russia 
last season. He had relinquished his 
royalties to this to the. goverament, and 
these amounted dttiag that time to 
6000 rubles, or about $3000. During 
the present famine it seemed to me to 
be a shame that our peasants should be 
starving and that this money which we 
could use so well should be kept by the 
government. Sol wrote to the govern- 
ment officers in charge of it, asking 
them to let me have it for the famine. 
They replied that I could have it if I 
would promise that every bit of it 
should be used for the famine, and thus 
I got it.“ 

Has Count Tolstoi ever gotten any 
money from his American sales!“ I 
asked. Hundreds of thousands of his 
books have been sold there.“ 

„es,“ replied the Countess, there 
was once sent to us from America a 
check for $400, and this is the only 
money we have ever received for any 
of the Count’s books sold outside of 
Russia. I did not think best to send 
back the $400 and T gave it to the poor 
among my peasants. I do not agree 
with my husband ‘about the receipts 
from his books, and. if he thought dif- 
ferently concerning them we would 
have e money and to spare. II 
we received a single kopeck (about one: 
half acent) from each copy of his boo 
that have been sold we would be very 
rich. As it is, we are poor. Not poor, 
of course, like our peasants, but poor 
for our condition in life. My sons have 
to work on their estates, and in Moscow 
we are not rich enough to keep a Car- 
riage. We could do much good with 
the money among our poor if we had it, 
but the Count thinks ft is not right. 
He would not feel happy if we took it, 
and anything is better than discontent

It was written, replied the Count- 
ess, to please oureldest daughter. It 
was at Christmas time, two years ago, 
and we had a numberof guests in the 
house. The chiidren wanted to have 
some~ private theatricals as a part of 
their amusements, but I urged them not 
to do so, saying that they knew how 
their father looked upon such things as 
foolish, and that it would make him un- 
happy. My daughter: however, said 
they would persuadé' him to consent to 
it, and they found a comedy that he had 
begun some years ago, and the eldest 
daughter, for whom the Count would 
do anytning, persuaded him to finish it 
and let them play it. He took up the 
comedy and became “interested in it. 
He finished it and corrected and re- 
wrote much of it during our rehearsals 
here, and we had quite a number of 
friends in when we played it. It has 
twenty-six parts in it, so you see it was 
no small affair. Then it was brought 
out at Tula for the benefit of the pris- 
oners there, and was such a success that 
it was taken up by the theaters in Mos- 
cow, St. Petersburg and elsewhere in 
Russia. It had a greatrunin St. Pe- 
tersburg, where the Emperor and all of 
the court and official society went to 
see it, and it created a burst of laugh- 
ter and applause from beginuing to end. 
The Emperor liked it. He said it ele- 
vated the peasants ve the nobility 
and that it showed the differences in 
the two civilizations.”’ 

THE CZAR AND . 

„How does the - Emperor regard 
Count Tolstoi!“ I asked. 

„He considers him honest and earnest 
in his beliefs and in his life. He does 
not look upon him as & revolutionist 
and he has told the government officials 
thatthe Count is an honest man and 
they must not disturb him. Many of 
the officials do not like my husband and 
they think he is entirely! too liberal in 
tis actions and in his books. Itisa 
mistake to suppose he discusses polit- 
ical questions with the peasants. He 
advises them as to their life, and the 
little troubles in their families, but he 
devotes his pen to the setting forth of 
his ideas. Whether many of them rea 
right or not is a matter of some differ- 
ence of opinion between us. In one 
way, however, I think he has done 
great good and that is in the stirring 
up of the public mind to thinking on 
these question. 

THE ENUCATION OF THE RUSSIAN PRASANTS. 

It is impossible for any one who has 
not been in Russia to appreciate the 
ignorance of the Russlan peasants. 
With intellects naturally’strong, they 
have never been roused ag ion or 
study, and a great majority of 
cannot read or write. Feg R&wWspapers 
are taken by them, and the family that 
has any reading matter im its house is 
the great exception, Some years 
ago Tolstoi organized a cheap li- 
brary, connected with a colporteur 
scheme which 
the best reading among the peas- 
ants at the lowest ssible cost. 
A great many books were published at 
from 1 cent to 3 cents à volume, and 
these were good stories, religious tracts, 
sound essays, and they included the best 
thoughts of the best men imiierature. 
They were especially adapteck to the 
peasant and were doing great 
4,000,000 to 5,000, 000 a year, and 
their sale was rapidiy gaiming up to a 
short time ago when. as Countess Tol- 
stoi tells me, the government stopped 
their circulation. She does not think 
the government is anxious to educate 
the peasants, and she says that the peas- 
ants school which had been established 
on the estate and which was taught by 
her danghter has been closed by the or- 
der of the police. af

It lies within a short dis- 
tance of the house and consists of two 
long rows of thatched one-story houses, 
the most ef which are made of logs, 
though one or two of the new ones are. 
of brick. We entered. some of the 
houses and I saw that the peasants 
almost worshiped the Countess. Some 
of the young girls among them. caught 
her by the hand and walked along with 
her, and one young woman leaned out 
of the window of her hut and kissed 
her. That woman,“ said Mme, Tol- 
stoi, is a great frjendof mine. She 
was sick a long time and I cured her, 
and now though she has been more than 
six years married she has her first child. 
Itisa boy. She was telling me of it 
and was so happy she kissed me. 

As we walked in I noted that the 
houses of the peasants . were far better } 
than those of other villages I had seen, 
and I asked if the peasants had not be- 
come more civilized and more ambi- 
tious under Count Tolstoi’s teaching 
and example. 

„No, I think not,“ was the reply. 
“They take advantage of his good na- 
ture and Ican do nothing with them. 
They choose the best places for the 
grazing of their own stock. They do 
as little as they please and take what 
they please from us. I may object, but 
they say, ‘Oh, the Count will not do

A largely attended meeting of the 
representatives from the various Re- 
publican clubs of this county was held 
at the rooms of the Lincoln Club in the 
Downey Block last night for the purpose 
of ratifying the. nomination of Mr. Her- 
vey Lindley as Representative of the 
Sixth Congress District. Thesomewhat 
limited space at the disposal of the 
club was taxed to its ntmost to accomo- 
date the crowd, not more than 850 of 
whom were able to obtain ingress to 
the main hall, and the smaller rooms 
adjoining which were within earshot 
were also filled. 

The hall was handsomely decorated 
with bunting and fags, evergreens and 
flowers, while appropriate mottoes and 
banners plentifully bedecked the wails. 
On the wall in the rear of the platform 
were hung life-sized pictures of Harri- 
son and Reid, an oil painting of Mr. 
Lindley, artistically draped with a silk 
flag, and bearing the legend, Our 
Choice,“ forming the center piece. 

Shortly before 8.o’clock an escort, 
consisting of a representative from each, 
club, left in carriages for the purpose 
of escorting Mr. Lindley to the hall, 
and a few minutes later that body re- 
turned and ushered the nominee into 
the hall, where he was turned over to 
the Reception Committee. 

Mr. Lindley’s appearance was signal- 
ized by applause, which was kept up un- 
ceasingly until he took his seat upon 
the platform.

A Relic of His Troubles With 
Newspapers. 

The Supreme Court Says He Must 

Fay His Attorneys’ Fees, 


Although no Libel Suit Was Ever 
_Instituted in His Behalf, 


An Important Ruling on the Question of 
the Compensation of Constables— 
The Federal Court Closed for

The decision of the Supreme Court af - 
firming the judgment and order of Judge 
Clark in the case of Henry E. Carter 
(respondent) vs. E. J. Baldwin (appel- 
lant,) was received from headquarters 
yesterday by Deputy Clerk Ashmore 
for filing in this city. 

Justice de Haven, with whom Justices 
McFarland and Sharpstein concur, ren- 
dered the following opinion therein: 
This action is 8 plaintiff as as. 
signee of a contract made by defendant 
with the lawfirm of Silent, Wade & Fitz- 
gerald. The complaint was filed on April 
14, 1890, and alleges, in substance, that 
defendant, on February 10, 1886, em- 
ployed said firm of Silent, Wade & Fitz- 
gerald to prosecute certain libel suits then 
pending and to be brought against one Bell. 
and a civil suit against the Los ANGELES 
Times for libelous articles theretofore pub- 
Usbed, defendant agreeing to pay for such 
tervices $2000; of which sum $500 was to 
de paifl in cash, $500 in sixty days from 
flate of the agreement, and the balance of 
$1000 on the termination of said suits.“ 
The complaint further alleges that the as. 
signors of plaintiff fully performed said 
contract, and that all of the suits referred 
to in the agreement have been terminated 
ind that the defendant has not pate the 
balance of $1000 agreed to be paid on the 

mination thereof, and this action is 
rought to recover said balance. x 
The answer of defendant denied that 
jaintiff’s assignor had performed the ser- 
ces required of them under the contract 
stated in the complaint, andin this connec- 


tion alleged that the suit against the Los 


ANGELES TIMES was never commenced, and 
that no services had been rendered therein, 
as contemplated bv said contract. 

The action was tried by the court, with- 
out a jury, and findings were filed and a 
zudgment rendered in accordance there- 
with in favor of plaintiff for the full 
amount claimed by him. Defendant ap-

It is conceded that the contemplated suit 
against the Los ANGELES TIMES was never 
commenced, and the claim of appellant is 


that this being so plaintiff is not entitled to 


recover. We think, however, that the evi- 
dence tended to show a waiver of perform- 
ance of this particular service, and the 
findings of the court, fairly construed dre 
to this effect. The evidence upon the part 
of the plaintiff tended to show that the 
firm of Silent, Wade & Fitzgerald was em- 
ployed to assist other attorneys of defend 
ant in the prosecution of the suits referre 

to in the complaint. The attorneys thus to 
be assisted were the regular attorneys for 
defendant and had commenced the civil 
suits, which were then pending, and accord- 


ing tothe testimony for plaintiff were to 


continue as senior counsel not only in 
these, but were to act as such in the one to 
be brought against the Los ANGELES 
Tuns. The defendant never went near the 
firm of Silent, Wade & Fitzgerald after 
employing them, nor in any manner 
thereafter requested them to bring the 


action against the Los ANGELES Tuns, nor 


did the other attorneys, whom they were 
emploved to assist in the matter, ever call 
upon them for any service in relation to 
such suit. When this action was com- 
menced the period of limitation fixed by 
the laws of this State within which to com- 


mence the action against the Los ANGELES 


is true the defendant in such an action 
must waive this defense; but still such long 
delay upon the part of defendant in the 
matter of directing the commencement of 
such suit is strong evidence that he had 
abandoned all intention of bringing it.

It was late Thursday night before the 
officers got everything in readiness to leave 
for the mountains.

L. N. Evans of Los Angeles has rented 
the Woody place on Ellen street and will 
reside there. 
The Progress finds thatthe total amount 
of deposits in the three Pomona banks this 
season is $492,000. This, considering that 
the valley lost $200,000 in the failure of 
the orange crop last winter and consider- 
ing also that few deposits have yet been 
made from the sales of the deciduous 
fruits, is a pretty good showing for a city 
of 5000 people. 

The average returns per acre from 
apricots in the Pomona Valley this season 
are $178. There are some acres that 
produced thirteen and fourteen tons of 
apricots each and there are many acres 
that yielded nine und ten tons each. At 
$20 per ton, that brings the profit up toa 
good sized figure. Anumber of orchardists 
got $25 and $28 a ton for apricots, by 
waiting /a little before they contracted to 
sell their crops.

F there has ever 
before been given 
such a maguifl- 
cent exhibition of 
baseball as that 
witnessed at Ath- 
letic Club Park yes- 
terday afternoon, 
then the memory of 
the ‘oldest inhabi- 
tant“ has failed him as to names and 
dates and other important particulars. 

It was a thirteen-inning affair which 
was as full of sensations and exciting 
episodes as a Democratic primary elec- 
tion when a Tammany tribe is on the 
warpath. One of the best ladies’ day 
crowds of the season filled the grand 
stand, and less favoritism as shown 
than would have been supposed, as 
the fair spectators clapped their hands 
and waved fans, handkerchiefs and 
parasols in appreciation of the many 
brilliant plays which were crowded in 
upon one another throughout the after- 
noon, and when the home team finally 
pulled out victorious, the enthusiasm 
scarcely knew bounds. 

For eleven innings neither a battery 
nor fielding or was made by —— 
m- 
possible plays had been so brilliantl 
executed as to almost take the breat 
away from the gpbctators, besides at 
least half a score of others which bor- 
dered on the phenomenal, Nobody 
played for a record, but all hands faith- 
fully did their best to get within reach 
of 8 their way, and so 
many astonishing chances were ac- 
cepted that the spectators began to look 
for everything to be gobbled up, and 
even in this they were not disappointed. 
Even Capt. Pete Sweeney, the most un- 
reasonable kicker in Uncle’s aggrega- 
tion, whose fingers have been covered 
with butter all week, managed to go 
through the game without aslip, J. 
Peck Sharp, who loses sleep because he 
is jealous of Glenalvin's reputation as a 
second baseman, could not put in the 
afternoon without making his custo- 
mary contribution tothe last column, 
and did his share to lose the game. 

One of the most satisfactory and 
pleasant incidents of the game was the 
splendid umpiring of McDonald. He 
had a good eye and showed excellent 
judgment in his decisions on every 
point. He followed up every play and 
only one kick—leaving out the numer- 
ous ignorant protests of Pete Sweeney 
—was registered against his decisions. 
This was in the thirteenth inning when 
Tredway was declared out at the plate, 
but the comedian himself made the mis- 
take of taking a second unsuccessful 
dive for the rubber instead of standing 
pat on his first excellent bluff, : 

It was a _ pitchers’ battle—Roach 
against Fanning—with the honors all 
in favor of the blonde southpaw.

As in- 
ning after inning was counted off with- 
out a run by either side the excitement 
increased, and when, two or three dif- 
ferent times, opportunities were of- 
fered to score the tension on the nerves 
of many of the spectators was really 
alarming. 

It would be useless to attempt to de- 
scribe all the sensational plays that 
were made they were crowded in so 
thickly. Jimmy Stafford shines more 
brightly every day, and of the nine 
chances he accepted yesterday no less 
than three were phenomenal assists of 
what appeared safe drives and in every 
austance he got his man.
